to the conclusion that either the great founder 
of Christianity was a false teacher, or else 
that His selene’ followers have grossly 
violated His earnest and explicit teachings. 
They have thus sought to justify their public 
denunciations of religion and their individual 
disregard of its claims by pleading the moral 
phenomenon of the countless divisions in 
christendom. They have also striven to 
make splendid capital out of the 
consideration that cach one of these numer- 
ous denominations Claim to be the true church 
of Jesus Christ, and holds that those who 
dissent from its doctrines are addicted to er- 
ror or are guilty of heresy; and they con- 
tend that as it is impossible in the present 
posture of affairs to determine where the 
truth lies, (which is right and which is wrong,) 
it is best to regard all as a set of schismatics 
and bigots, and follow the light of reason 
and nature in relation to all the duties we 
owe to God and man. 

Bat these shallow suggestions of infidelity 
all flee way as chaff before the wind 
when the question is fairly determined in 
what consists the*true unity of the ehurch of 
God, Does it consist in bringing all re- 
ligious denominations into the same great 
ecclesiastical organization? This is as geo- 
graphically and morally impossible as to bring 
all the nations of the earth into the same 
political organization, into the same Con- 
gress and under the same Exccutive and Ju- 
diciary. Hence we generally find that 
churches naturally take their names from 
national boundaries. Thus we have the 
church of England, the church of Scotland 
and the Church of America. 

Now it is perfectly plain that the grand 
blunder which is committed on this subject, 
is that the popular mind cannot discrimimate 
clearly between the ideas of unity and uni- 
formity, when the distinction between these 
two terms is as broad as that of day and 
night. <A building may be perfectly uniform, 
all the stones may be of the same size and 
appearance, all the windows may be alike, 
all the columns may correspond, and all the 
pillars may be parallels, and yet there may 
not be one particle of organic unity in the 
structure. There may be no great law of 
symmetry and strength, binding all the parts 
of the edifice into onegrand whole. 

In like manner all the sheep of Christ’s 
fold might be herded -together on the same 
great ecclesiastical Common and yet not be 
bound together at all by the loving and last- 
ing ties of christian brotherhood. 

Unity in the midst of diversity is the great 
law of nature and revelation and is of uni- 
versal operation.

Massachusetts Decaying. 


It is very melancholy to think that Massa: 
chusetts is on the decline, but it is even so. 
When it is remembered that this venerable 
and pious old commonwealth has an over- 
whelming monopoly of the goodness, and 
greatness of this entire Union, it is very sad 
to think about. Great and good as she is, 
aye, greater and better as she is than all other 
human communities, her labor statistics show 
a down grade in civilization, a decay in ag- 
riculture so rapid, and a growingly discour- 
aging condition of her laboring classes, 
that would stimulate any other people but 
hers to drop for a while the mapagement of 
the universe, and attend to home concerns 
a while.

On the day of Pentecost—that day when 
the disciples were filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and when the power of the Holy Spirit was 
shown in so remarkavlea manner, “ they that 
received the word (were taught) were bap- 
tized ; and there »were added unte them (the 
disciples) about three thousand souls. And 
they continued steadfastly in the apostles 
doctrine, and fellowship, and in breaking of 
bread and in prayers.” 

The order then instituted by Christ and 
the practice of the disciples, was teaching, 
believing the word, baptism, fellowship and 
the breaking of bread or the Lord's Supper. 

It is asked: Why do you not invite other 
denominations to partake of this com- 
munion with you’ Because we _ believe, 
really and sincerely, that when Paul de- 
clared that there is one Lord, one faith, one 
beptism—he meant just what he said ; that 
he was inspired in this declaration, and that 
(zod’s voice spoke through him. 

He defines this one baptism to be a 
“burial.” He unites baptism and burial— 
this God does through him. When he says 
baptism, he does not mean something else— 
and when he says burial he means just that, 
and not its opposite—then what God hath 
joined together, we will not, we dare not put 
asunder. 

We feel it also to be our duty to attach 
very great importance to Baptism as 4 
prerequisite to Church fellowship. 

When our Savior first entered upon his 
mission, he came unto Jordan to John to be 
baptized of him. His last instructions to his 
disciples were, “Go teach all nations, baptis- 
ing them.” 

Baptists do not believe orattach any im- 
portance to baptism as a saving ordinance, 
but they do believe that there is but one bap- 
lism; and that is the baptism by which our 
Savior was baptised—Di MERSION. 

Holding these views, we invite all who 
have been subjects of this baptism to unite 
with us in this communion, Are we not 
right; do not accuse us of being uncharita- 
bw or wanting in Christian love. 

Baptism before church fellowship, is with 
us the palladium of truth, Break down this 
barrier, take away this break-water, and the 
church would be inundated with  heresics, 
We love all christians of all denominations.

The best thing which can be said of any 
one, is that “ he is a christian.” Call a man 
amiable, and prudent, and learned, and rich, 
and powerful; but if you cannot add Chris- 
tian to these epithets, the enumeration is 
defective in a very vital particular. Call 
him christian, and you indicate that he has 
attained the highest glory possible to his na- 
ture. Who is the christian? The text calls 
him a new creature. 
1. He is a new creature as respects the 
great object which he proposes in living. 
Out of Christ men live for secular pleasures, 
for gain, for distinction, for some of those 
things which are seen and temporal. In 
Him they live to do His’ will—asking 
— “Lord what wilt thou have us to 
0 ” 
2. The pleasures in which as a christian he 
delights, compared with those in which as an 
unrencwed man he found his enjoyment 
indicate such a moral change as is appropri- 
ately called a new creature.
